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Growers Approve Poundagi 
By Overwhelming Majority 

CAFETERIA IS 
SLATED FOR NEW 
BLDG. ON MAIN ST, 


Morgan County’s burley grow¬ 
ers Tuesday voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly to maintain price sup 
ports on their main money crop. 

A total of 3,242 of Morgan’s 
estimated 3.600 eligible voters 
turned out to vote at 10 polling 
places or voted by absentee 
ballot. They approved the 
poundage-control plan on bur- 
ley by a resounding 98.9 pcr- 
ent majority. 

Of the 3,242 votes cast, only 
34 voted against the new pro¬ 
gram. 

One community — Cannel 
City — cast 100 percent of its 
465 votes for the poundage pro¬ 
gram. 

Farm leaders here were de¬ 
lighted with the excellent voter 
turnout. Tuesday’s turnout was 
considerably larger than the 
2,449 growers who voted on an 
acreage-poundage question in 
1968. 

According to official tabula¬ 
tions released by the Morgan 
County ASCS office, which con¬ 
ducted the local voting, the vot" 
in the county’s 10 polling plac¬ 
es was as follows: 

West Liberty—344 yes, 3 no. 

Blairs Mills—342 yes, 9 no. 
At Blairs Mills 110 voted at 
Wendell Black’s Store with 108 
voting yes and 2 voting no. Of 
the 241 who voted at Waigley 
School, 234 voted yes and 7 
voted no. 

Cannel City—465 yes and no 
votes against. Voting places for

The nation’s burley - tobacco 
farmers overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved a plan to control pro¬ 
duction through poundage at 
Tuesday’s referendum, thus 
continuing price supports for 
three years. 

Unofficial fieures reported by 
all of Kentucky’s 120 counties 
show that 231,035 of the state’s 
growers cast a “Yes” vote in 
Tuesday’s voting, while only 
4,255 voted “No.” This was 98.1 
percent for the plan. 

A two-thirds majority of those 
voting was necessary for Uik 
plan to carry and Kentucky 
farmers swarmed to polling 
places in country stores, schools 
and courthouses Tuesday to ap¬ 
prove the poundage plan. 

Homer Yonts, executive di¬ 
rector of the Kentucky Agricul¬ 
ture Stabilization Service (AS¬ 
CS), said that it was apparent 
that fear of farmer apathy 
was unfounded. “The turnout 
was excellent,” he said. 

Across the eight-state burlev 
belt, the story was much the 
same. Tennessee where a bloc 
of “small grower” defeated the 
past two acreage-poundage ref- 
erendums. the vote climbed 
past 90 percent in favor of the 
program. Other states report- 
ea were Ohio, 96.9 percent; 
Missouri, 96.8 percent; Virginia, 
97.1 percent, and more than 90 
percent in West Virginia, Indi 
ana, and North Carolina in fav¬ 
or of poundage.

Passage of the poundage con¬ 
trol program means that gov¬ 
ernment price suports will be 
in effect for the year 1971, 1972 
and 1973 crops. A similar ref¬ 
erendum wiil be conducted in 
1974. 

The U.S. secretary of agricul¬ 
ture announced earlier this 
spring that the average price 
support for the 1971 leaf will 
be 71 Vi cents per pound. 

Quotas Already Fixed 

County ASCS offices mailed 
farm poundage quotas to farm- 
ers April 21 for the 1971 crop. 
These quotas were computed 
under the provisions of the new

divided by four. This figure 
was then multiplied by the 
farmer's acreage allotment. 

This gave the farmer his 
preliminary farm quota. Then 
5 per cent of this figure was 
subtracted, which represented 
the production cut provided by 
law. 

Quotas, however, cannot ex¬ 
ceed 3,500 pounds per acre. 

Small growers have special 
protection in the new plan. 
Those who had one-half acre or 
less under the old acreage pro¬ 
gram can have their quotas cut 
only 2 1 2 per cent in 1972 and 
1973. All growers took a 5 per 
orut cut for 1971, and the grow¬ 
ers who had allotments above 
one half acre will probably get 
5 per cent reductions in 1972 
and 1973. 

Another feature in the new 
law, which many experts feel 
helped sell the plan to the 
small growers, is the provision 
for ease and transfer of quotas. 

Up to 15,000 pounds may be 
leased within a county and may 
be transferred fro* one farm

to another. Under the old sys¬ 
tem, a party other than the 
owner could grow a crop on 
shares, but the tobacco had to 
be grown on the farm having 
the allotment. 

Lease and transfer of quotas 
will allow the small hurley 
farmer to expand his enterprise. 
Retired farmers or those not 
desiring to grow the crop may 
lease their quotas and still 
maintain hurley income. 

Growers will be protected 
against crop loss owing to fire, 
weather or theft by an insur¬ 
ance feature in the poundage 
program. If a farmer loses Iks 
crop this year, he’ll be abe to 
produce and market it in 1972 
along with his 1972 quota. 

Under the poundage setup, a 
grower will be able to market 
up to 10 per cent over his an¬ 
nual quota, with any excess 
production deducted from his 
next year’s quota. By the same 
token, under-prodution one year 
may be added to the next year's 
quota. 

USDA officials and tobacco 
experts say the poundage plan 
will also save both growers and 
taxpayers money. 

By reducing the surplus sup¬ 
plies being stored under gov¬ 
ernment loans and eliminating 
the need to measure acreage, 
government expense will be 
substantially reduced. 

$1 Million Saving 

One USDA official yesterday 
estimated the acreage-measur¬ 
ing saving at nearly $1 million 
a year. “Measuring” now will 
be done at the warehouse when 
the crop is weighed for sale. 

The USDA spokesman said 
the savings through reduced to¬ 
bacco under government loans 
can’t be so easily identified. 
Less tobacco will be going into 
the pool under the new pro¬ 
gram, but market demands will 
determine just how quickly the 
surplus stocks are used up, he 
added. 

Presently, 500 million pounds 
of hurley are under government 
loan, USDA spokesmen believe 
that it will be 10 to 12 years 
before the oversupply is work¬ 
ed off. 

Farmers will need less fer¬ 
tilizer, since it will no longer 
he profitable to push for the 
greatest possible poundage from 
a limited plot of land.

The Kentucky State White 
House Conference on Aging 
will be held at the University 
of Kentucky, Lexington, on 
May 25 and 26. It is possible 
that several Morgan County 
elderly citizens will be repre¬ 
senting the area. 

The current program, funded 
by the Administration on Ag¬ 
ing of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
is scheduled to terminate in 
June. If refunding is not avail¬ 
able, citizens in the six coun¬ 
ties will suffer not only from a 
nutritional standpoint but soc¬ 
ially and economically. Once 
again most will be isolated, as 
was the case, when the program 
began. Senator Charles H. Per¬ 
cy (Illinois) has introduced a 
Supplemental Appropriations 
Bill to continue the 18 nutri¬ 
tion programs such as Country 
Gathering whih arc scattered 
across the United States for one 
year. This legislation is before 
the committee and should be 
acted upon this week. 


GRAYSON—A lot of boaters 
and fishermen are praying, or 
at least hoping, for rain. 

They want to see Grayson 
Reservoir filled up better than 
it is now. with wide areas of 
shoreline base and exposed, 
covered neither by water nor 
vegetatle growth. 

Because the reservoir is pri¬ 
marily a flood-control facility, 
water in the lake is dropped 
late each winter in anticipation 
of heavy spring rains. Normal¬ 
ly by this time the big bowl of 
water would likely be filled to 
summer pool. A lack of rain, 
which has bunred lawns and 
dried up farms, has caused the 
reservoir to remain low. 

In fact, because the Corps of 
Engineers must maintain a 
minimum flow of water in the 
Little Sandy River, the level 
may be dropping instead of 
building up. 

Jim Napier, manager of the 
reservoir for the Corps, sa:d 
Thursday the water level was 
at 633.28 feet, a dozen feet be¬ 
low summer elevation. It had 
risen nine inches since Tues¬ 
day, following rains that night. 

“It’s a problem, a disadvant- 
ace to all recreation,” he said. 
"Hopefully, we’ll got to summer 
pool with rain. We haven’t been 
there since wc dropped to win¬ 
ter elevation.” 

The lower level causes the 
surface area of the lake to 
shrink in many places, depend 
ing upon the banks, leaving 
less uom for boaters. “The big 
gest problems have been with 
the biggest boats. They’d like 
to get on, but they can’s yet. 
We need about three inches of 
rain to bring it up.” 

The dam is letting out 25 
cubic feet of water a second 
into aSndy. the to west amount 
it is permitted to release. The 
flow is necessary to continue 
water supply for Grayton, five 
miles downstream.
